Milestone 

Government approval oT the Sabin 
polio vaccine, which can be taken like 

■ cough syrup, marks an6thcr milestone In 
the continuing battle against polio. Al- 
though the government has approved 
manufacture of the oral vocclnc for only 
one type of polio, the approval Is slgnlfl- 
cont In two respects. The Sabln vaccine 
makes use of living vlru-i and It can be 
"admirilstcrca by mouth Instead of a hypo- 
dermic needle. 
These two factors nro a marked de- 
---panuro"from"'ther.tradltlonai7p.roccdure 
of Immunization. Normally, vaccines 
utilize dead bacteria of virus and they 
are administered by hypodermic Jie'edle.' 
Use of the needle, by the way. undoubt- 

„<dli; hns kept some jmnll percentage of 
people from obtaining various Jmmunlza- 
tlon*. 

■ It remains to be seen if the new tech- 
niques will be adaptable to other vaccines. 
If they are, then medical science Is on 
the threshold of an Immunization revolu- 
tion. 

Where thQ hypodermic needle Is used 
for Immunization procedures, there Is an 
obvious' limitation In that the vaccine 
has to be administered by someone who 
knows how to use the needle. With a 
.vaccine that could be taken like cough 
syrup, there would be virtually no limita- 
tion to administering the vaccine. It 
could .be token by anyone In accordance 
with simple Instructions. 
Here is one of the big advantages en-

r^vacclne which has been providing pro- 
tection against polio for several ^'cars., 

! The possibility of total protection Is In

Be]rond the polio protection, the new 
techniques may. have more far-reaching 
significance than Is readily apparent 
now. If the new processes can be applied 
to other vaccines, there's a possibility of 
total protection against afty disease for 
which B vaccine can be developed.

nnd buy products from them, 

AlthouRh he had plenty ot 
work to do on the farm. Vader 
says he atlll spent much time 
0. boy flshlnit for trout In the 
Thousand Springs nren ot the 
Snnke river. In those days thi 
salmon wduld spawn In the near- 
by river. Vader recalls that the 
area of Thousand SprlnRs was 
populnr^lth the Indians. They 
would arrlve lnthe fall and spear 
enou^ salmon to lost .them 
throuRh the winter. 

He says he always regained the 
Indians with awe. for Just a few 
years before they hnd caused 
their share ot trouble and his 
father had more than once .had 
aklrmlshs with hostile Indians.
